The grey- 
haired woman works eighty hours a 
week; about one-half of the time, The 
youths get three weeks holidays with 
pay, sick leave allowances, and pen- 
sion protection. The woman gets no 
holidays with pay, no sick leave and 
no pension in her old age, unless she 
is poverty-stricken, 

The civil service is divided into two 
classes; the minority, who bear re- 
sponsibilities and who work deyotedly, 
often excessively; and the majority 
whose duties are simple and easy. 

The civil service is supported by 
two classes of employers: the major- 
ity of citizens who work from forty- 
eight to eighty hours a week; and a 
minority who work less than forty- 
eight hours with pay and pension pro- 
tection. é 

The cost of suitable buildings and 
equipment for civil servants and other 
short-hour workers is enormous in re- 
lation to their use. The beautiful and 
costly offices of government are oc- 
cupied about twenty per cent of the 
time. They must be heated all the 
time, except in summer,

Q.—Why is it that last year I could 
buy canned peaches from the chain 
grocery stores for 18¢ a 20-ounce tin 
and this year I am paying 21c. Peach- 
es were cheaper this year and the 
price of sugar has not changed. 

A.—Last year the Government was 
paying a subsidy on canned fruit. The 
subsidy has now been removed and 
the price was allowed to increase to 
the amount of the subsidy.

Long months of hunger, misery and 
privation as prisoners of the Japanese 
have apparently not dampened the 
enthusiasm for the Orient of J. H. A.

They were finally 
released because of their connections 
with the C.N.R. which earned them 
semi-diplomatic status, and repat- 
tiated on the Jap liner Asama Maru, 
completing the trip on the Gripsholm. 


According to an announcement from 
headquarters of the C.N.R. John 
Middlecoat will re-open the office at 
Hong Kong he was forced to vacate 
and Stanley Healey goes to Calcutta, 
India, to establish a new branch of 
the C.N.R.’s world wide chain. An 
American citizen, Healey, who had 
been stationed at the Railway's” 
Yokohama agency before being trans- 
ferred to the Hong ‘Kong office, 
joined the United States Navy after 
his release from internment and 
served at sea in the Pacific area. 
Middlecoat, a native of Australia, 
entered the service of the Railway in 
Vancouver in 1927 and subsequently 
represented the Company at .

L. Fair, Agricultural Representative, 
told County Council on Wednesday 
last. | 
The cost of agricultural production 
has risen somewhat, he said, brought 


about largely through higher wages 
asked by farm labor, because of the 
small grain crop in 1945 and also be- 
cause of the very dry pasture year 
which materially reduced milk 
duction, 

To the end of October Hastings Co. 
cheese production was down approxi- 
mately .one million and a half pounds 
and butter production down roughly 
150,000 pounds. This meant a consid- 
erable decrease in farm income while 
the general cost of production was 
still rising. 

The county had fayourable weather 
in the Spring for seeding with the re- 
sult that a large acreage of Spring 
wheat was put in under favourable’ 
conditions.

HOW THE ECONOMIST . 
HELPS THE FARMER 


I a recent addsess on “The Econ- 
omist and the Farmer,” Joseph Coke, 
Principal Economist, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, gave an in- 
sight into the work of the economist, 
particularly in respect to agriculture. 
Both the farmer and the business man, 
he said, are interested in securing 
from production the highest possible 
net erturn. Farmers have to consider 
Such problems as the kind of land 
they farm, the crops to be grown, the 
live stock enterprises to be developed, 
and the amount of labour and equip- 


lights may prove beacons of danger. 
With children romping about in their 
flimsy finery, the greatest care must 
be exercised that under no circum- 
stances would it be possible for the 
children or the decorations to come 
into contact with a naked light, whe 
ther it be from gas, candle, or a flick- 
ering flame from a stove.
